Election/Restrictions

that regulates the activity of autoinducer-2, classified in class 435, various 
subclasses. 

II. Claims 36-41 are drawn to a method of detecting an autoinducer- 
associated bacterial biomarker, classified in class 435, various 
subclasses. 

III. Claims 49-51 are drawn to a method for producing autoinducer-2, 
classified in class 560, subclass 562. 

IV. Claims 52-79 are drawn to an antibiotic composition comprising an 
antibiotic and an inhibitor of the quorum-sensing pathway of a 
microorganism, classified in class 514, subclass 461. 

V. Claims 80-95 are drawn to a method of treating infections in a warm- 
blooded animal with a composition, classified in class 514, subclasses 31, 
192, 199 and 461. 

VI. Claims 96-98 are drawn to a medical device, classified in class 126, 
various subclasses. 

The six inventions are independent and distinct, each from the other as they 
have acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification and 
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a separate subject matter for inventive effort. Further, a reference, which anticipates 
any one of the above inventions, would neither anticipate nor make obvious of the other 
inventions. Each such invention is capable of supporting its own patent. For these 
reasons, the restriction requirement is proper.
